The new regulations governing the 
treatment of i)ackagea and parcels arriv- 
ing in Canada through the post odices 
will go into effect on January I, idere- 
tofore all such packagea have been sent 
to tho fifty-Bev«n oflicea known aa "ex- 
change otlices," throDgbout the Domin- 
ion, necesBitating much trouble on tlie 
part ol persons living at a distance from 
any of these oflicea in procuring their 
parcels. livery packaee arriving by mail 
from any place outside the Doiuinion ib 
for the iuluro to be sent without 
maiiifeet to the collector of cuHtoins at 
the nearest ])ort or sub-port nearest to 
the place to which tho juickage ia direct- 
ed, for examination as to the liability of 
the contents to cuetoma duty. On the 
arrival o( tlie jjackaiies the postal ofliccr 
innst atlix lo eai;h parcel a red label with 
hie memorandum thereon, directing how 
the parcel is to be dealt with by the cus- 
toms. In 5-! places, chiefly in .Manitoba, 
tho Northwest and British Columbia, 
poetmasters are authorized to collect the 
customs duties on postal packages. These 
nffices inclading the followine in British 
Columbia : Agasaiz, Barkerville, Chilli- 
wack, Clinton, Coiirtenav. Donald, Dun- 
can's station. Field, Fort Simpson, Lad- 
ner's handing. Lytton, Metlakatia, I'ilot 
Bay, tJneHr.elle, Skueiui, Soda Creek, 
l.'nioii and Wellington. The duties, 
hoivever, must lirtt be nsseaaed at tiie 
nearest port or eub-porl.

ALBEKKI LINE USELESS. 

Olliclal Allegation That It Cannot Work Ex- 
cept in Fine Weather— Indians

Wasui.ngton, Dec. 30.— The arrange- 
ment effected between Mr. Sifton, on be- 
half of Canada, and the war department 
contemplates that the Yukon miners' re- 
lief expedition shall he executed jointly 
by the United States army and a body of 
tiio mounted police of Canada, which 
constitutes the military force of tho Do- 
minion in the Yukon. The United 
Statea force will proceed with the relief 
stores to Skagway, where they will be 
joined by tho mounted police, about 
forty in number, and tho two forces will 
then proceed to the points wliere the re- 
lief is to be distributed. Tho determina- 
tion aa to Skagway is, however, still 
open. The Canadian ofBciala concede 
much latitude to the American authori- 
ties iu tho actual distribution, recogniz- 
ing that the e.^pedition is fitted out on 
this side, and although a conaidernble 
part of its work will be done on tl eCan- 
adian side of tbe border, no dutiee will 
be charged on the Btorea carried by the 
expedition. 

Mr. Sifton alao had a confei'ence with 
Secretary Gage. It was the mutual feel- 
ing that an improvement of the aystom 
could bo made and negotiations are in 
progress which are hoped to tflect 
changes advantageous to both eidea. Mr. 
Sifton left for Ottawa tliis afternoon. 

Mr. Sifton eay.^ that the only practi- 
cnble route to Dawson City is by the 
White I'liHS, or, aa commonly called, the 
lake route, commencing at Skagway on 
Lynn Canal. He said that Canada has 
.SO policemen in tho territory, and ex- 
pects to have 50 more at Skagway on or 
before January -1. They have L'O tons of 
Hiipplieo nO<\ otored at Skagway for 
trnnsportation over the pass. Tlie Ca- 
nadian antboritiea have a post at Lake 
liennett and another at Lake Tagiah, 
at which point 20 men are stationed. 
There is another i)08t at White Horse 
rapids, aud two posts intervening be- 
tween the latter point and Fort Selkirk. 
It is the intention of the Canadian gov- 
ernment to have a detachment of 2.50 
men in the territory within the next 30 
(lays. This detachment will be ready to 
leave Skagway on the 15th proximo, but 
lh(! miniBter has kindly consented to 
hold them ho that they may accomjiany 
the ex]ipiiilion of the war department, 
which will leave Skagway on or before 
February 1. 

The Canadian government has kindly 
consented to grant an escort to the Am- 
erican expedition provided that co-op- 
eration cannot he consummated. The 
'iuty on all euppliea sent under military 
control will be waived by the Canadian 
government. 

Tlie miniater was over the paaa in Oc- 
tober laat. He stated that the govern- 
ment would be very glad to grant the 
L'oited Statea expedition tbe use of their 
posts on tbe route and grant all other 
facilities to the movement of the expe- 
dition over their territory.

He is the 
lirst baronet, though tlie baron- 
etcy had been conferred on liis 
father, who died before receiving it. 
lie served in the Persian expedition in 
l.sr)()-7,and was with liis fatlier in the 
carniraign aj^iiirat the rebela in Oiulo. In 
1S80 he aasuiiioil by royal liceusu tiioail- 
ditional eurname of Allan. From 1S71 
to 1881 be sat as member of parliament 
ior Sunderland, but resigned his seat to 
assame the command of a brigade at Al- 
derehot. In 18i)5 he was elected mem- 
ber for Durham (Southeastern division). 
He married Lady Alice Moreton, daugh- 
ter of the Karl of Ducei.

In addition to the men of the naval re- 
serve. Great Britain has a large reserve 
fleet and a number of reserve merchant 
cruisers, including such vessels as the 
Campania, Lncania, Etruria, Um- 
bria, Majestic and Teutonic, on the 
Atlantic; and the Empresses of India, 
China and Japan, and others, on the 
Pacific. 

New Yoiuc, Dec, ;iO.— Regarding the 
rumor that the British government lias 
decided to call into active service its 
naval reserve fleet, Mr. Bruce Ismay, 
agent of the Wliite Star line, when seen 
this afternoon, said be had no official in- 
formation on the subject. At the oflice 
of the British consul surprise was ex- 
preased at the report inasmuch as Great 
Britain has a snUicient naval force to 
cope with any emergency that miglit 
arise in the JOast without calling on the 
naviil reeerve. Tlio JJritish consul liere 
has no oflicial information on the sub- 
ject. 

BRITISH MONEY CALLED FOR. 

A Huge Loan to China Would Disturb the 
Russian Calculations. 

London, Dec. 30.— A despatch from 

Pekin says the action'of the British 
minister in asking the Clilnese govern- 
ment to delay the arrangement for the 
propoEBil Kuasiun guariuiteeil loiui of 
100,000,000 tnele for a few days to enable 
hiin to consult with I^ord Salisbury in 
the matter was largely influenced by 
Britisli opinion in China. British reai- 
dents throughout China are earnestly 
urging tlie (iuanciiil intervention of 
lOngland to forestall Russia in coming to 
China's relief.

Dun Co.'b 
weekly statement of trade in Cnnadii 
says: "Tlie turnover has been unueu 
ally largo the past three months. Conii 
dence has been fully restored and mer- 
chants are happy. The trend of prices 
has been upward and profits were satiB- 
factory. Woolen goods have ruled linn 
and inanufacturera are busy. A further 
advance has taken place in onteido iniir 
kets for sugars, and th» local market is 
likely to advance any day. Railway 
trafSc is good, with receipts larger than 
last year. 

Remittances are good owing to the 
fact thiit fanners have had an unueniilly 
prolitable season. In conRec]uoui't! of 
lower priroB the past few diiys in Britain 
and the l uited .States wheal in Ontario 
is weaker. 

Money cnnlinues uncluin^eil, call 
loans are still (juoted at four per cent., 
and prime commercial pajjcr is die- 
counted at si.'c per cent. Tlio feature in 
speculation is the activity and higher 
prices for Toronto railway shares, which 
are being bought chiefly by Montreal. 
There is a little better market also for 
cable, while Canadian Pacifies and 
Grand Trunks were weaker. 

There has been a continuance of the 
activity in holiday trade at Montrea 
so generally reported by the retailers 
last week, as most of our French Can- 
adian citizens do their present-giving on 
New Year's day, and all indications 
would fully warrant the belief that the 
nwgregato ot sidea ia more aatialactory 
than for several yeara jiaai. 

The hardware fraih! helil the annual 
meeting tins week, at which it was de- 
(iided to restrict credits to four montlis, 
instead of six months in eoino line? aa 
heretofore, and to allow three per cent, 
discount for cash. 

The notable features of the week with 
regnrd to values are a further advance of 
an eighth in sugars, also an advance in 
molasses, while in canned goods there is 
evidence of greatly strengthening values. 

The failures for thtf week were 21 
against 30 for the same week last year.

MoNTKEAi,, Dec. 30,— tSpecial)— -The 
trouble at St. Vincent de Paul peniten- 
tiary still continues. Last night while 
one of the guards was serving a meal to 

a refractory prisoner, when ho opened 
the cell li'ior he was struck by a lirick, 
receiving a deep cut, and he is now in 
the priaon hospital. Hetween tliirty and 
tifty conviclB, the worat in the revolt, 
are now locked up in the i)unieliiiienl 
cells. 



London, Dec. 31. — The Daily Mail has 
received a message from Hongkong and 
Tonquin denying the Frencb occupation 
of the island of Hainan but it regards it 
as morally certain that Hainan was oc- 
cupied about a fortnight ago when Port 
Arthur was occupied by the Russians. 
The coincidence forces the suspicion that 
France and Russia were acting in con- 
cert. 

A despatch to the Daily Mail from 

Singapore, dated yesterday (Thursday), 
says: "The news that the French liad 
occupied the island of Hainan waa 
brought here from Saigon, capital of. 
French Cochin China, on Tuesday, by 
the French mail boat, Frnest Simon. 
Before the latter left Saigon on the '2btli, 
a French cruiser arrived with either 
Admiral liedellirio or letters from him 
to the French governor of Saigon. The 
Ernest Simon waa delayed for an hour 
at Saigon in order to take the governor's 
despatches relating to the hoiaiing of 
the Hag on the island of Hainan to the 
French government. 

The cause of the delay was only known 
to a few on the boat, but inadvertently 
the secret was imparted to a French ofli- 
cero here (Singapore), who, not heing 
bound to eucrecy, let the matter out. It 
is believed tliat the L rench hold tiio 
telegraph ollico at lloikow and prevent 
communication to Hongkong. The cable 
between Ilaipong (Tou(iuin) and Saigon 
ia broken and under repairs and there- 
fore it waa impoaaiblo for Admiral Bedil- 
lirio to telegrapti the neivs of the seizure 
of Saigon. 

Admiral ]?edellirio, with the warships 
Bayard and Descartes, left Hongkong 
on J)ecember 11. He called at Haiphong 
on December 13 and attended the meet- 
ing of the defence committee at Hai- 
phong about that date, when the seizure 
of the island of Hainan was decided 
upon.

OUR MEMBERS PROTEST.

"Hope you will not allow American 
government to send relief to Kloudyku, 
aa Uiiuada ia tiuito capable of taking care 
of her own poaaesaions. If expedition 
allowed w() must urco that their KUiiplicB 
ba purc.haacd in C.inad:i or elui! duty 
charged on aauio.

We think this action will meet with 
the approval of the jieople of Victoria, 
who regard the proposed relief exjic- 
dition aa an exliibition of senHational- 
ism, designed for tlio purpose of accentu- 
ating the false impression already 
sufficiently widespread, that the Yukon 
gold mines are in Alaska. 

The men who are promoting this relief 
have no private information as to the 
needs of the miners, or aa to 
the feasibility of their relief 
plana. They are the same people 
who have been advertising 
every newspaper, every hotel, every 
railway office and in every other cou' 
ceivable way that Klondyko is in Alaska 
and that it is not necessary to pay 
duties on United States goods going 
there. Permit the American govern 
ment to send in a relief expedition, and 
forth^vith they will publish the fact to 
the world aa additional proof that it is 
useless to go to Canadian cities to outfit 
for the Northwest. 

The Canadian government will bo in 
the highest degree culpable if it does not 
at once ))Ut an end to the farce now be^ 
ing played in the name of humanity by 
the advertising department of the 
United States government. Our self 
respect aa a people will be violated if we 
consent to any such proposition aa has 
been made. Tlie people of Canada have 
no money to throw away; but they will 
spend their laat dollar before they will 
consent to appear before the world as 
unable to relieve a few peopl 3 in dis 
tress. 



A GOOD IDEA. 



Mr. H. L. Roberts, of Ashcroft, in a let- 
ter whicli we print to-day, makes a eiig- 
geation t'lat ia worth considering. lie 
expecta t!;at there will be a lartie return 
tide of travel irum the Yukon, and very 
justly says it ia desirable to induce ue 
much of this as possible to shape its 
course to interior British Columbia 
points. Kor thia purpose a good trail 
southward from the Stickeen wouM be 
of great service. It would lio the means 
ol leading very many pursDua to work 
their w.iy down into the good country 
lying between Cariboo and Caasiar, 
where there ia undoubtedly much land 
fit for settlement, a great deal of grazing 
land and a largo area containing precioua 
metals. 

We hope the government will see ita 
way clear to doing something in the 
direction indicated. The Colonist liaa 
discouraged the idea of constructing a 
wagon road between the Fraser and 
Telegraph Creek, because the cost 
seemed out of all proportion to the ex- 
pected results; but it lias alwayH lnvorid 
such steps aa would reopen the trail 
where it has grown up during the time 
it has been unused. If any miners care 
to try to make their way to the Yukon 
by such a route we shall not s.iy a word 
to prevent them, We cannot advocate 
flu ;li a C5ur.'je, for we d j nul regard it as 
adviaable; but we are heartily in ayni- 
pathy with any plan which will lead to 
the aettlemunt of the interior of tlie 
province, and that proposed would be 
very likely to do so. 

It is very clear that a trail will be 
needed by the CJttle men. For early 
shipments, much the l}etter plan will be 
to aend the aniiiiala down to the Cuaat 
am\ ui) to Teleu'raph Ureek by water, 
fr.):u whieli jjoiut they can be slowly 
driven acroaa to Teslin Lake; but no 
d}ubt, for the purposes of the fall uuu- 
ket, it will be found profitable to drive 
them up all the way from the ranges.

Hon. Mr. Sifton's visit to Washington 
may be like a cold-water douche to the 
Quixotic relief Bdieme advocated bo zeal- 
ously by the Secretary of the United 
States Treasury and endorsed so heartily 
by tho United States Secretary of War. 
In view ot tho fact that the scheme re- 
■ luires a very loni; sea-voyage for the 
reindi^er, it ia a matter of some Burjirieo 
that the enilorsoment of tho Secretary of 
the Navy was not also obtained.

Wo should be sorry to see Canada dis 
courage anything like a bona fide efibrt 
to alleviate real suffering in the Yukon 
valley, but we take very little atock in 
the spectacular propoaition under con- 
sideration, which reBembles, indeed 
page from a comic opera. It is like one 
of the fanciful projects one might expect 
from Sir Joseph Porter, K.CB., or Said 
Pasha. It is like the dream of a child 
who has been looking over a lot of 
Christmas supplements representing 
Santa Glaus with his flying reindeer and 
heavily laden sleigh. 

I i- will be an unfortunate thing for the 
interests of British Columbia at tho i)re- 
Bent time if war should break out in thi- 
Orient. We need money for the devel- 
opment of many thinga. The province 
needs it to aid railways and for other 
public works. Our mines need it. In 
fact every department of business would 
he seriously afTected by anything that 
would put tip the price of money. It is 
true that the price ol all food products 
would go up likewi^;p, but wliile this 
would be a verv irotjil thing for produ- 
cers, it would be hard upon consuniere, 
and these are in the very large majority 
in this province. Therefore, while in 
the long run it would l)e a good thing 
for 118 if Great llritain could have it 
out with her rivals once for all, it would 
Cfjmo pretty hard on every interoat that 
looks to London for money.

All of yesterday was taken u)) in tl e 
police court in iiatening to the continu 
ation of the preliminary hearing of the 
criminal libel charge against Mr. Ian 
Coltart. At a quarter past aix the evi 
dence was all in, and Mr. Mnrtin'i 
argument for the defence concluded, 
Mr. Cassidy'a remarks being reserved 
until this morning, when the hearing of 
the charge against Mr. W. C. Nichol 
will alao be heard. 

Mr. Martin at the ojiening took ex- 
ception to the editorial in the Colonist 
of December headed " An lOxtraor- 
dinary Courae," and claimed that it was 
a comment on the matter before tlie 
magistrate. It was impio; erin any case 
that Buch a reference should bo made, 
and in this case it was indecent, in view 
of the peculiar position occupied by the 
magibtrato, bearing in mind that lie 
dill'ered from any other judge in that be 
conld be removed from the position he oc- 
cupied by the governmentwhosochief or- 
gan attacked his client. At the same time 
had he felt any fear of the magistrate be- 
ing inllneuced by the article, he should 
not have referred to it; liut ho knew 
neither it nor anything else will in- 
fluence the magistrate in performing hia 
duty. In thia particular caao it was un- 
fortunate that Bucli an article appeared, 
as the public might infer there was hos- 
tility to the proper administration of 
justice. The article plainly referred to 
Mr. Coltart'n case, and charged that 
there had been an attempted evasion of 
responsibility on his part and an at- 
tempt to make a scapegoat of another. 
It charged the owners of the i'rovince 
with trying to escape from legal conse- 
quencea by techniealitiefl, instead of by 
justification. It was a cruel thing to 
make aucb a charge, as in the first place 
the mouth of his client was stopped 
from commenting upon the matter, and 
in the second jilaeo the law 
relating to criminal libel jirevented 
juatilication being ahown in this court. 
■So far from trying to evade rea()onsib:]- 
ity, tlio Province Limited Liability ad- 
mitted tlie publication of the alleged 
libel and was only too anxious to be 
all'orded an opportunity to justify it. 
Thia could have been done in a civil 
court, ljut the object of taking criminal 
procoedinga waa to muzzle the press on 
the subject till after tlie elections.

DO jariediction to entertain any motion 
with regard to the fertiole, and therefore 
be would Bay notiiing. 

Mr. Oasaidy— Your ailencB ianot to ho 
taken ae expressing condemnatioa of tlie 
article. 

Magistrate Macrae — Certainly not. 

This being disposed of, Mr. Ooltart 
rose witli a Colonist iu liia liand and 
comcaenced to addreaa the court wlien 
Magistrate Macrae reminded him tliat 
he could only speak tliroiigli liia coun- 
sel, 

Mr. Martin, while having nothing to 
com|)l!un oC in the Culonikt'k report of 
the eviilence on tlio L'ltli , aiiid it would 
appear from it that Mr. Coltart had aaid 
that there had heon no criticieui of 
MoBsra. Turner and I'ooley in the I'rov- 
inco before the article charged. Mr. 
Coltart must uot bo underatoodas mean- 
ing that, but that there had not been an 
attack on tliem before. 

Magistrate Macrae remarked that 
thoueh the portiouH referred to had by 
conaeut of both aides been dropped from 
the written evidence, Mr. Ooltart hnd 
certainly uaed Ihein, and he had himaclt 
referred to them at the time aa the 
jirobable reason of the courae purened by 
INIr. Cassidy tliereafter on crosa-exauii- 
natiou. 

Mr. C.iaiidy expressed hinigell to a 
Biiuilar L-liect as the iiiiigiatrate, and tlie 
incident droppud. 

Owing to Mr. WoUey, wiio was Lo have 
given evidence, uot being present, liie 
case was theu adjourned till ludf-paat 
two, and iu the meantime the charge 
against I\Ir. Walter O. Nichol was read 
and adjourned unlil thia morning at 10 
o'clock. 

Mr. Olivo Phillippa Wolley waa re- 
called by the prosecution iu rebuttal of 
Btatementa made by Mr. Coltart in his 
crosB-ezamination. On tho anawera 
given by Mr. Coltart being read to him, 
Kr. AVolley aaid : 

"I adhere to my original atatement 
that Mr> Ooltait practically managed 
both eoneerna — the publiahing company 
and the newapaper— during the time I 
acted as editorof the Province. Mr. Col- 
tart is mistaken in stating tliat he had 
no conversation with me as to the course 
I should take in editing tlio jiiiper. Mr. 
Coltart did directly suggest to me that 1 
should make attacka upon individuals. 
The fac:t ia, the policy of the paper was 
diacuaeed yery fro(|aently, but ho never 
advised me definitely to attack anyone. 
It might be true that Mr. Coltart does 
not write articles for tho Trovince, but I 
think he is mistaken iu saying he 
never contributed to the Province, 
as I recollect a paragraph which 
I think waa written by him. 
Aa to whether Mr. Coltart with his own 
hand ever re viaed editorial matter for the 
Province I cannot aay ; bnt reading mat- 
ter written by me for the Province widle 
I waa editor baa gone throngh Mr. Col- 
tart'a banda and eome back reviaed or 
Buppressed in accordance with hia views 
on such matters, expressed by him orally 
to me. 

" 1 wrote a paragraph for the Province 
while I was editor on tlie subject of a 
Buccesaor to Mr. Dewdney as lieutenant- 
governor. Tlie article came into Mr. 
Coltart's hands, and he afterwards in- 
formed me that the siiggeation which I 
had made was in the opinion of the 
directors, aud certainly of hiinaalf, con- 
trary to the policy of the paper. Ac- 
cordingly it did uot appear. The words 
England and lOngliah, which I had writ- 
ten in many ol ujy articlt-e, did not ap- 
pear in print. I went down one day and 
jisked about it in the printing dc[iart- 
ment and waa told — " 

Here Mr. Martin objected that what 
Mr. Wollej^ had been told waa hearaay 
and not evidence. 

Mr. Caaaidy maintained that Mr. Wol- 
ley had a rigrit to aay at what, conclusion 
lie arrived from something he had lieard, 
though what he hiid heard might not be 
evidence. 

The magistrate hold it was right lor 
the wiliu:!-a to aay if he j)lcused what 
coiadusion he iirrivcil at. 

Mr. Wolh'V then continued — " l-'roiii 
what 1 heard ther'», 1 concluded llmt Mr. 
Coltart had given iiis inatructioiia tlial 
tlie word Brui ah should be eiibatiluteil 
for Engliah whene\-er tho latter occur- 
red. 

" I may Fay f had no iinnrrel with Mr. 
Coltart that I know ol, iiuil I w.ia not 
aware that we were not on sfieakiiig 
terms, though it ia true, no doubt, that I 
found fault with him for the Dewdney 
article referred to in the evidence and 
appearing in the Province in June." 

Quoationed by Mr, Martin, .\Ir. Wol- 
ley eai<l: "So far as I can judge by 
whal f aaw, Mr. Coltait seenied to net ;ia 
iiiiuiiigcr." 

In explanation of tlii?, Mr. 'W'olhiv 
•ndded that lie had aeeii Mr. Coltart re- 
ceive work for the pubhahiug depart- 
ment aud then aak the wiliU'H:i lo t;ive a 
imir to the iieople wlio wer(! giving; him 
vlt^' woi k . 

There were two i uHlinicc- of llii?, Mr, 
Wolley rolati!il . One w:ih iu reg.ird to a 
map which waj given to the piibliHhiug 
company as worlj and wtiicli .Mr. Collart 
iiakeil him to write about. 

" Tho other was about a porcelain pot 
thing for saltnon orcheeee, 1 don't know 
what, and I think I waa told I should 
have aome of the potted aalmon or 
clieese; but I did not get it," auid ihe 
wttneea, laughing. 

Mr. Martin (jokingly): "I auj^pose 
that ia your irricvanco " '' 

Mr. Wolly said it might have been 
that he waa out when the people hail 
called, an'l Mr. Coltart had Biiupiy 
^iven him the measage from the adver- 
tisers. 

The witiuiFE knew nothing about the 
minute books oi the ilireetorH 
of the conijiany, or of their 
Ijooks of account, or of tlieir bunking ar- 
'•aiigem-intp, or o; tiuiir relations aa 
landlord or tenant, or of their financial 
arrangonients. 

Mr. Wolley, in explanation of hia 
Btatftmont that when he waa editor of 
the Province he knew that Mr. Ooltart 
]iractically managed both companiea us 
line concern ami that they were run aa 
one thing, said that he meant the word 
" (iracticaliy " to govern both Btate- 
menta; for though he could not perhaps 
prove It definitely, be felt in his own 
uiind that Mr. Coltart did manage bntli, 
and he would but all the money he had 
in the world on the fact. 

Uow could lie Bay this, Mr. Martin 
asked, in view of the fact that the wit- 
ness know nothing of the minute hooka, 
or tho financial arraiigeinents connecled 
with tliM comiiaiiiea. 

Mr. ^V<)lley reiterated his belief, and 
added warmly ; " One company in o'od 
BB a blind for llie other to commit po- 
lIMcal aaDaflfiinatiou withuiiL any danger 
of .elort. There's my belief if you wiah it."

Keverting to what 3Ir. Coltart had 
styled thoqaarrel Ijetiveen iiim and Mr. 
Wolley in reference to an article which 
waa inserted in "The Province" in 
place of one written by Mr. Wolley, Mr. 
Martin produced tho proof of au article 
written by Mr. Wolley. 

Mr. Wolley aaid that was the article 
be had written. He had seen the other 
article which did appear in its stead, and 
he had returned and stated hip opinion 
of the matter to Mr. Coltart when he 
saw hia friend Mr. Dewdney referred to 
in that way without any explanation 
that he had left the paper. 

The parauraph Mr. VvoUey wrote, and 
which did not appear, was as follows: 

" We regret to state that Mr. Siiaife, 
the editor of this jonriud lias only come 
Ijaok from Califoruia to go to tho hosid- 
tal and that ]\Ir. I'liillipps Wolley hia 
locum tenens has retired from hia chair 
on the irround that now the celebration 
is over he has very little in coiunion 
with the political Bympathiea of this 
paper. He haa served one term but doea 
not go ijuietly in barneaB. We shall 
have a Detter man in hia place next 
week." 

Mr. Wolley stated in repljr to another 
question that before and while he acted 
as editor and at the present time he ia 
provincial sanitary inspector. 

Jilr. Martin with a file of the Province 
Bjient some time in getting Mr. Wolley 
to point out the nuuiher of times " lOng- 
land " and " Kugliah " anjiearecl. Thia 
was in reference to .Mr. WoUey'a etate- 
nient iireviously that when he wrote 
tlieae words, " Britain " and " Jlritisli " 
were often aub.Jtitutod for them. Mr. 
Wolley remarked that in the .luliilee 
edition he liail litea careful that no one 
interfered with hie arlic^les, and that was 
one reason why the I'higlieh and Kng- 
laad appeared. Jle also caught the 
changes in tho proif and altered them 
back to his own wa\'. 'I'lie witness took 
the opportunity to state that he had not 
been actuated by malice in giving his 
evidence. He had no interest either 
with the proaecation or defcuuo, and ob- 
jected to being styled a witness for the 
prosecution. 

When he lia 1 f innd that his editorial 
had been alteriid he told the men in the 
[iriuting oflice to alter it at their peril, 
lor as long as he waa editor he waa uoiiig 
to run the editorial deiKUtinent. He be- 
lieved that Mr. Coltart told him that 
complaint had been made nliout the uae 
of the words Mngliah and k'.nglarid. -Mr. 
Uoitart might tuive said that tho com- 
plaint was made to Mr. .Scaifo aud 
that I\Ir. Scaife had given direc- 
tiona lo alter it. The witness had fro- 
ijiii'iitly apked jMr. Coltart his opinion 
on editorial suliji'cts, but it waa not true 
that Mr. Coltart had refused to ^ive hia 
opinion ; on the contrary, he expressed 
hia mind freely. Mf. Wolley had epoken 
to Mr. Coltart about a Vancouver corres- 
pondoat, but could not remember that 
Air. Coltart had told him it was an edi- 
t<jriiil iimtter and that witnesH should 
di-a! with it liiinaull. llowevei', what 
ai'tiuii had IjLeii uilien wiia by thewil- 
iici-K alone. 

" Did yon not nee aomo vim'v Hlroiig 
linigiiiiL'c in the interview in leirard to 
Mr. llevvdnej'V' waa aaked. 

Tiie wilnc-is admitted that he might 
have done so, but he had no rLCollecliou 
of it. 

" If I expressed niy feelingH," ho 
added, "about that tiling, 1 lancy I 
uaeil extremely strong language. ' 

Aa ior (luarrellinn with Mr. Colb>'-'. 
and not being on epeaking terms, .Mr. 
Wolley had no recollection of any i|uar- 
rel. 

"Mr. Coltart was not a friend of 
mine," he explained, " I worked iu the 

same office and he told me what to do, 

but we were not friends. My wife did 
not bow to hia wife on tlie street, or any 
of that sort of thing. " 

Thin cloaed the eviilence, and then I\1r. 
Martin began his argiuiieiit for the de- 
fence, his addreas laatiiiji' tliree-iiuartera 
of an hour. Ifo referred to the fact in 
opening that it was seven years since an 
action of thia kind, had been brought in 
in Weatern Canada, and held that 
iibela each aa these were almost 
iiiviiriubly left to tho civil courta. 
He argued that Mr. Coltart had not been 
ahown to have tuiblished the libel and 
(pioted a largo number of auttiorltiefi on 
the law of libel. Mr. Coltart was not 
tho proprietor of tho paper, and it had 
been shown that he knew nothing about 
the alleged libel nor aided in its pub- 
lishing in any way, but as soon 
as he knew that there was ary- 
thing wrong had taken immediate 
steps to stop the sale oi the paper. In 
touching on Mr. Wolley 'a evidence Mr. 
i\[artin agreed that that witness did not 
know what ho waa talking about when 
he B.iid llio two companiea were run as 
one concern. Tho inference might his 
drawn, llioiigh Mr. Martin disavowed 
that ho did bo, that Mr. Wolley, being a 
ficrvant of the Rovfirninent, his evidence 
might unconsciously be tinctured with 
feelings towards the prosecution. Mr. 
Martin asked the nuiKistrate to find tlint 
the libel had not been brought homo to 



Mr. Coltart and to disiuiBS the charge 
against him. 

Mr. Cassidy will give bis argument 
this morning.

BRITISH COLUMBIA'S GOLD. 

Mr. John Savyea Tells Wliere the Precious 
nittal Is to'Ue Found. 

Before an inteneoly interested au- 
dience, Mr. John Sayyea, one of IJiitish 
Coluiiibia'a oldest iiioneer niinerB, lec- 
tured on the mineral wealth of this prov- 
ince in the city hall laat evening. There 
is no one better informed on thia eiibjecl 
from a [iractieal jioiut of view, jierhapR, 
than ia .Mr. .Sayyea, and when he told ol 
creeks innumerable where gold could be 
found juBt as good aa ia taken 
out of tbe 'I'likon, he imparled in- 
foriiiatioii that few of hia niany 
liafeiiera had any knowledge of. Cari- 
boo, Cassiar and the Omenica countriea 
have all been prospected one time or 
another by him, and though an old man 
now he is bent on (oUowinfC up what he 
has spent hie life at. About the end of 
April he intends going back to some of 
tho many good prospects be l-.nows of, 
and which through mit-fortiino ho has 
been obliged to temporarily abandon. 
Tiieee tirospectH are on eoiiie of tbe 'jv- 
eral creeks which empty into the Lianl 
river. 

Mr, Sayyea ia of opinion that prospec- 
tors by going into thia country when the 
streaiiia freeze can get splendid reaulte 
by eimply followin;^ up t be game kind of 
mining as is carrittl on along the Yukon 
tributaries. Home of the many stieame 
bo mentioned that could be worked to 
advautasie are the Black river, the Liard 
and the Smoky river. He knew, he 
said, that out of Cariboo fully $2,000, 000 
bus been taken by Chinamen, and be 
aaked hie hearers where all thia went, 
adding that not a cent of it was left in 
the country. He described tv\'o feaaible 
routea for a road into the Yukon, and 
made little of the route along tbe iSlac- 
kppzie which a Montreal company ie 
now advocating. 

HOPE LONG DEFERRED. 

No Mails From the South Have Reached 
Victoria in Several Days. 

Those VictoriaDB who have business 
dealings with California or tho other 
atatfcs lo the aoiith of Paget Sound, have 
looked in vain for lettera from their eor- 
reapondenta there during the better 
part of a week past. The chief trouble 
appears to be between Seattle and Port- 
land, for the latter city has been cut ofT 
from British Columbia daring four days 
past. 

To further com plica I e traffic, there hap 
been some little mishap in the engine- 
room of the K'in^Htoii, and in conse- 
quence that lailbful craft neither ar- 
rived yesterday nor will make her 
customary trip to-day. The post ollice 
clerka have given np aa hopeleaa the 
task of aatiefying all who aek them the 
why and wherefore of the non- 
arrival of mails. One of the 
etad' rejoiced in the discovery 
yesterday of a brand new and original 
explanation, lie waited his opportunity 
to itive it voice, and the chance was eooii 
all'orded.

The troubles of the Bteamahip Glove ^ 
land are not yet eaded, althoogii the 
news wae given out yesterday, on tbeie- 
turn of the Ciiar to port, that she had 
been floated in tho manner originally 
contemplated, and had been simply 
beached for repair. The lirst part of 
this intelligence is quite correct; the 
second piece of information requires 
qualification. The floating of tlie ship 
was accomplished on Tuesday, just one 
week after Mr. Tyson, tho owner, and 
Captain Metcalfe, Lloyd's surveyor at 
Sau Francisco, left hero with the Czar to 
devise and e.xecute a plan of relief. 
Their method of operations was speedy 
and efTective, although beset with 
numerous difficulties. The ship was first 
of all lightened by the removal of all 
cargo and movable machinery. Then an 
iron plate was set with cement over the 
largest hole in the hull, this 
work being accomplished with consid- 
erable diflicnlty, but answering 
tho purpose admirably. Tho punipa 
were next set going, and on Tuesday 
morning everything was in readiness for 
the Czar to make fast her linea to tho 
stranded vessel. Kedgo anchors wore 
out astern, and tho Cleveland using her 
own power to pull on these came oil" with 
the white tugboat's assistanco. It waa 
intended to take her to the noareat uood 
beach, not far from Anderson's mining 
camp and about three miles distant from 
l^yall point — make temporary repairs 
there and then let her go on witli her 
own steam to the (iuartormaater Harbor 
dock. Only about half the distance to 
the beach bad, however, been traversed 
when it was discovered that the pumps 
could not work fast enoug.h to keep the 
vessel clear, and it soon became evident 
that the Cleveland was in danger of 
foundering in deep water. To prevent 
this occurring there was only one thini' to 
be done — head for sliore and beach at tho 
nearest point. Before tho slioro proper 
was reached the ship liad a second time 
gone on a reef, and there she romaine 
with her hull afloat, until the Czar can 
return from town with additional 
pumps. Hor position is not perilous 
by any moans, and there appears no 
reason to anticipate that she will not bo 
Buccesslully released from her new em- 
barrassment. Captain Metcalfe, who has 
had charge principally of the rescue op- 
erations, went over to Port Towcsend 
with the Czar yesterday, with the ob-. 
ject, it is understood, of perfecting ar- 
rangements for the docking of the ship 
and for the delivery of her long-delayed 
cargo in Seattle. He returns to tho 
scene of the wreck early this morning. 

IT IS THE " OAKLAND." 

From Port Townsend news was re- 
ceived yesterday that tho vessel sighted 
by tho steamer City of Puebla a little to 

the south of the Cnpc was the bark 
Oakland, wliicli left I'ortlami on Decem- 
ber 22, lumber laden lor San Francisco. 
The vaaeel when fonnd was deserted, and 
Captain Whitney and his crew are sup- 
posed to bo on Homo other craft. 
They evidently took tho boats at a 
critical moment (inasmuch as all are 
missing), put off for shore, were picked 
up by some passing veeeel or were 
drowned. The vessel when found wap 
in a wrecked condition. Her deck-load 
(jf liuiiljer was all washed away, li r b'.il- 
ivarka were gone and her cabin waa bad- 
ly Hinaahed in. The Oakland was Inuli 
at Bath, Mp., ir» 1S65. She was of 507 
tons not reuister and was owned by A. 
H. .Sajwaid, of Seattle.

To TOE Editor:— From the interest 
awakened in all parts of tlie world liy tlie 
rich placer diggings discovered on the 
waters of the upper Yukon river, in Can- 
adian territory, it is certain that a vast 
crowd of gold-seekers will endeavor to 
reach tlic Yukon as soon as possible. Tlio 
ordinary courses of travel will .surely be 
congested and tliousanils will have to try 
other than the u.snal courses. AV'o all have 
heard of the almost insurmountable dilii- 
cutties of getting over tho mountain range 
from the sea by way qS tho Alaskan fron- 
ties. VV^erealke the advantage of the all- 
British route from Glenora Landing to 
I.,uko Teslin, but apprehend its udvantuf^es, 
however positive, over the Alaskan "routes 
will not all'ord such access as will be iioeiled 
for the argonauts who, like the wild j;ceKi>i 
will swarm northward in the early suring. 
Many of tliese will have to seek other 
rouU'.s ;ind find an ovtrlaiul way to 
the Yukon; and besides sucli us may 
be compelled to turn a.sido from Itie 
routes indicated, there will be thousnndd 
looking for a routo over wliicii they can 
take pack animals from their own places 
and thus convey their own stores inJe- 
pendent ol the many trapsportation 
scluMiu'.s now proposed. Beside.s llio.^:e 
from abroad who will seek such a route, 
there are all our own stockmen from llie 
interior, who look to the crowds rushing to 
the Klondike as a niarkcl I'or their beef ami 
other food products. I'nder such condi- 
tions it ia very interesting to all such as 
contemplate the northern trip in thespriiif; 
to know that there is an all-land route lo 
the Yukon through British territory. 

From the mouth of the (iuesuelle rivt'r to 
Telegraph creek, twelve miles above Gleu- 
orn, oil the Stickeen river, there has been a 
trail since 1H(J5, at which time it was built 
bv tlie Cnion Pacilic Telegraph Cotiipauy, 
To the mouth of the ljucsnelle from the 
most available point on the Canadian Paci- 
lic Railway is a splendid waguii roiul, over 
which liundreds of teams are liuiiling 
freight every day in the year. From 
(iuesnelle for hundreds of miles on 
tlie road to the Yukon, in fact, 
from point to point, the traveller 
is in a well-known mineral country of uii- 
guesi-eil possibilities, but from wlial has 
been known for years, and iiwre |)articii- 
larlj' brought lo present notice by t lie re- 
ports of l.aii Wects and olliers, tlic3 pros- 
pector, long belore he rcachcH llu- Klon- 
dyke, may lind all be wants. At the pre- 
sent, time we can reach the moiitli of (iure- 
nelle over tlie wagon road from AslicrofL, 
Ironi aiiy p.int in Southern Britifth Co- 
lumbia. There is nothing needed to' enable 
all to rcacli Quesnelle. To this point the 
■ •oiiutry built the magniliceut road which 
we liuve enjoyed for the past thirty-two 
years-. It is long enough, broad enough 
ai.d naril enough lo c.irry all the gold suck- 
ers iii til" world. What .slumld now be 
done i.s lo urge tlie uovermiu-ul lo at once 
proceed lo iniiirovethe trail from IJaesnelle 
to lilenora. To lliis purpose parties shoulil 
be started at once to bridge such streams 
as can lie liauilily bridged, and eiig.Tije 
ferrymen to be leady lo aid the early travel 
over such streams, as il would talic too 
long lo bridge.
